Mrs. Chamberlain appointed 
postmistress against the wishes of the 
senators is untrue. Mr. Clarkson says: 
The postoffice at Big Bend, Wis., was 
hold by a democrat. He had a daughter, 
Mrs. Everett Chamberlain, the wife of 
the former editor of the Chicago Trib­ 
une, a good republican and a onion sol­ 
dier. Mr. Chamberlain has been dead 
for years, and left his wife to support 
their three children. Boon after President 
Harrison’s inauguration, Col. Halford, 
with whom Mr. Chamberlain bad worked 
on the Chicago Inter-Ocean, and who 
had learned to love bim as all people did 
who came in contact with him, received 
a letter from Mrs. Chamberlain saying 
that the little office at Big Bend woald 
help ber greatly to support her three lit­ 
tle fatherless boys. 
Mr. Halford called 
my attention to it and I talked with Sen­ 
ator Sawyer about it. He, with his great, 
good heart, said at once, "make the ap­ 
pointment.” 
Mr. Everett Chamberlain was a man 
well known in Chicago and southern 
Wisconsin. He not only was a goo! 
soldier, but he was a graceful writer, and 
one of the most popular republicans in 
the state. 
But his army life brought on 
diseases which physicians 
could not 
master, and his death came before Le 
reached the age of forty. 
At the time cf his death the Gazette 
published an incident in Chamberlain's 
life which will be re-read with interest. 
During the time when the fame cf 
Parepa Rosa was ss wide as the world's 
civilization, M r.Chamberlain, then liv­ 
ing in Chicago, wrote an article on the 
great singer which appeared, we think, in 
the March number of the Lakeside 
Monthly in ISG? or 'G8. 
When Parepa 
reached Chicago abont that time to

concert, 
her 
attention 
was attracted to the article in the maga­ 
zine. 
It was a splendid article, beauti­ 
ful in style, not fulsome cor lilied with 
Battery, but bore a befitting estimation 
of the womanly character and the artis­ 
tic ability ck the greatest singer the world 
bad heard since the song days of Jenny 
Lind. Parepa was stopping at the Sher­ 
man house at the time, aud after reading 
the article she 
whohe was and where he lived. When this 
information was obtained, she ordered a 
carriage and directed the driver to take 
ber to a certain number on a certain 
street. 
The 
residence 
of 
Everett 
Chamberlain 
was

■bort time, when Parepa alighted, rang 
the bell, and enquired for Mrs. Cham­ 
berlain. It was Mrs. Chamberlain her­ 
self who answered the call, and the prima 
donna handed her a small package, say­ 
ing, "the compliments of Parepa Rosa to 
Mrs. 
Chamberlain,” 
and 
without 
farther words the singer entered her 
carriage and was driven to her hotel' 
When Mr. Chamberlain opened 
the 
package it was found to contain a gold 
wato , full-jeweled, handsomely engrav - 
cd. and a counterpart cf the elegant 
watch Parepa carried herself, and was 
valued at several hundred dollars.

P R E S I D E N T STRONG R E S I G N S . 


There comes from ‘Ohmage the intel­ 
ligence that President William B. Strong, 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Bauta Fe, has 
resigned, the retirement to take effect on 
the G.h of September. 
Mr. Magouo, 
chairman of the Santa Fe board of d i­ 
rectors, when questioned as to the change 
said: 
No funding scheme has yet been de­ 
termined upon at all and will not be for 
Borne time. The present control have 
looked forward to largely increased earn­ 
ings with a view of ascertaining the 
proper basis for action. The construc­ 
tion of the new lines were practically not 
completed until a late date, so that 
really no opportunity has been presented 
of determining just exactly what the 
property as an entirety can do and the 
matter is simply held in abeyance. I 
woald prefer to say nothing regarding 
Gen. Strong’s management or the causes 
ot his retirement.

resigned,

so 
early in July, but the directors failed to 
take action. Mr. Strong says that his re­ 
tirement from the Santa Fe is complete, 
and that after the 9ih of September, 
when the new president—Mr. Allan Man- 
veil—assumes charge, he will have noth­ 
ing more to do with the company. 
Mr. Strong retires from the Santa Fa 
fall of honor. His career hai boca 
wonderfully succesefnl, crowded with in­ 
cidents and achievements that mark him 
a man of almcst unlimited resources as a 
railway manager.

London, Aug. 28.—Tho strike continuos 
to spread, coal men in thousands in all tho 
important centers I aVing joined tho move­

The strikers now number nearly 200,000. 
The ranks of the strikers were still further 
reinforced to-day by the printers employed 
by Eyre & Spottiswood, Cassell & Co. aud 
Waterlow St Son. 
One hundred thousand 
striking dock laborers marched in proces­ 
sion to-day. 
There was no disorder. Two 
hundred and fifty steamer* are lying at 
the docks, and riverside factories, employ­ 
ing thousands of hands, are closing for 
lack of coal. 
Ships aro being unloaded at 
Chatham and Southampton without inter­ 
ference. 
Meetings of employers and workmen 
continue to be held, but without result. 
The Commercial Dock company has de­ 
clined the proposal of delegates from tho 
leading houses of twelve different trades 
to submit tc arbitration tho grievances of 
-the workmen. 
The directors of tho com- 
oany have declined an offer of the services 
of 3,000 Belgian laborers at 4 kl an hour. 
The Lord Mayor has refused to become 
arbitrator of tho differences between tile 
men and their employers, fearing lest 
the action may conflict with Ins judicial 
duties. 
To-day the drivers of the government 
mail carts demanded an increase of wages, 
which the postoffice authorities grant© I.

RULES AND REGULATIONS— CONDITION C f 
THS WATES FURNISHED THE PUBLIC. 
Health Officer Palmer’s report to the 
oouncil en Monday evening, concerning 
the condition of the water furnished by 
the Janesville Water Company, his 
caused considerable stir among wafer 
consumers. The report, coming from 
the ^health officer of the oity, demeuds 
careful consideration by the oouncil. 
The Gazette has no desire to give voice 
to any unauthorized statements or to in­ 
jure the water company, but it is the 
bounden duty of tho water company to 
furnish the people of this oity with pure 
aud wholesome water; this should be in­ 
stated upon no matter at what cost. The 
Gazette has already published the re­ 
port of health officer Palmer, and it is 
but fair to give at least the substance of 
an interview with the superintendent cf 
the water company. 
Mr. Howe says it is unfair for Dr. 
Palmer to take his water ire rn the fire 
hydrants, aa on opening a hydrant tl e 
water in the mains becomes agitated and 
stirred up, and if there is any sediment 
it will surely show itself. He should have 
taken his samples from the taps of water 
consumers. We are now pumping be­ 
tween two and three hundred thousand 
gallons of water a day, yesterday we 
pumped 271,000 gallons; we have be­ 
tween five and six hundred water takers. 
Homo hydrants are blown off everyday 
some en the deed ends where theta are 
no witter consumers,are seldom opened. 
I took the members of tho fire aud water 
committee out yesterday, aud opened 
several hydrants for their benefit. I aaa 
going out again Ibis mornirg.aud would 
like you to come along.” 
The Gazette man accepted and visited 
several localities in the second, thiri, 
fourth and fifth wards. Nine hydrants 
were opened, three being en dead ends. 
The water llowing from the hydrant at tho 
corm r of North Bluff and Sheldon streets 
(gas house.) being a dead end some six­ 
teen hundred feet from a feeder, was bad­ 
ly colored with iron rust. The water in 
the main on Mouth Academy street ar. 
shown from the hydrant at School street 
was alto badly colored, but on the same 
street at the corner of North, it was clear, 
At the other points the water, after tLe 
first half minute, from the opening ut 
the hydrant, appeared clear. 
The water company, like all other bus • 
inees firms, has certain rales, which most 
bo enforced. The water company agrees 
to furnish water for awo public display 
fountains. This they are doiDg, at the 
same theltime public has no right to visit 
these fountains for the purpose of carry­ 
ing away 
water 
in 
pitchers, 
pails 
and barrels, under the 
plea 
that 
it 
is 
running 
to 
waste. 
The I 
people have no right to quench their 
thirst at these two fountains without the! 
permission of the water company. Five 
public drinking fonntaiis are provided 
for this purpose, where people may go 
and drink and give drink to their beasts, 
but have no right to carry water away 
for any ase whatever. 
“That red tape and tree water kick in 
the morning paper, is quite laughable,” 
said Bapt. Howe, “and I bad Bom-wha* 
of an idea of answering it. I told Chief 
i Blank to oonneot with the hydrant 
whenever he desired to wet the park, nnd 
it would be all right. 
The other day I 
chanced to pass tho park and discovered 
parties carrying water across the siree; 
in pails; at the same time I noticed the 
man in charge of the park carry water to 
wet down trees. Parties on the hill have 
been in the habit of filling barrels at the 
fountains. This I stopped.
